MR. BELL’S FEE. 


It Is Decided That He Can Charge $3 
for Issuing Each Saloon License. 


Atty.-Gen. Walker has decided that under 
the statute the Excise Commissioner shall 
recelve a fee of $8 for each license he 
issues. On the face of each State 
and each city license is printed: Fee, 58. 
Commissioner Bell, with some saloon- 
Keepers, was not informed definitely if he 
was to receive $3 for each license or not. Ac- 
cordingly he sought the advice of Attorney 
Leverett Bell. Attorney Bell replied as 
follows: 

he law of 1893, creating the office of Ex- 
cise Commissioner, provides that ‘the per- 
son to whom dramshop license shall de 18. 
sued shall pay to the kxcise Commissioner a 
fee of $3 for each license fer granting th 
same, out of which the commissioner shal 
pay for all clerical force necessary to prop- 
erly conduct the business of his office.’ 

„The law applies to cities having a popula- 
tion of 200,000 or more, and st. Louie is the 
only city to which at the present time it has 
application. In St. Louis, under the charter 
and ordinances of the city, in force during 
the last seventeen years. and since tus 


adoption af. eme and ter in 1678, 
— ‘ order to lawfully carry on 
the business, is require’ to have two licenses 
—one a dram-shop license, andthe other a 
city dram-shop license. The proceeds of tne 
first one are State revenue and go tothe 
State treasury, and the second are city reve- 
nue and goto the eity treasury. separate 
licenses are issued, the one on behalf of 
the State, and the other on 
behalf of the city, and each dram-shop is re- 
quired to have two licenses, as aforesaid, 
covering the same period of time, 

No change in the above method of proceea- 
ing is made by the law of 1898, and under 
said law you are entitled to receive 38 for the 
State license and $3 for the city license.

Punishes Thres Reckless 
Littie Boys. 


Judge Morris made a ruling in the First 
District Police Court to-day which, if strictly 
enforced, will make quite a change in street 
cartravel. Gust Feager, Joseph Feager and 
Charles Kirsch, three boys, were fined 88 
each for getting on Broadway cable cars 
while they were in motion. The boys 
were prosecuted under section 1224 
of the revised ordinances, which makes it a 
misdemeanor to get on a railroad train while 
it is in motion, City Attorney Butler argued 
that the law was not intended to apply to 
street cars. canes. Morris said that he did 
not think it was, t said that he would fine 
the boys as a caution. The decision, how- 
ever, recognizes the law, and other similar 
cases may be brought.

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IOWA CYCLONE. 


Later Details of Horrible Deaths 


and Awful Desolation. 


— 


Long Lists of Dead and Many of the 
Injured Dying. 


PECULIAR AND MYSTERIOUS WoRK 
OF THE MIGHTY WIND. 


The Fatalities Among Domestic Animals | 


Something Appalling—Some Districts 
Literelly Strewn With Their Dead 
Carcasses—Detailse of How Many. of 
the Dead and [Injured Were Mutilated 
—Thrilling Accouut of Many Narrow 
Escapes—Babies Who Were Spared. 


OKEROKEE, Io., July 8.—Ten dead and a 
half dozen dying mark the path of Thursday 
night’s cyclone. The storm originated near 
Quimby and followed a path due east for 
about eight miles. Near the place where the 
storm first took on the characteristics of a 
cyclone it struck the house of Joe Wheeler, a 
prosperous farmer, whose family were tn the 
cellar. Mrs. Wheeler had her arms about 
her aged mother, Mrs. O. M. Lester, who 
wasinstantly killed by being struck in the 
side by a wagon spoke. The houses and 
barns all about were completely demolished, 
and the flelds were full of dead cattle. The 
large iron bridge accross the river was lifted 
from its piers und thrown into the stream. 
The cyclone swept a clean path through a 
number of farms, whose buildings were 
completely wrecked. The first and most 
dreadful casualty oecurred at the homeof 
Daniel Bugh. Bugh, his wife and three 
children, were killed. One child, the last of 
the family, was fatally injured, The other 
two were carried from sixty rods to a half a 
mile from the house and pounded into the 
mud. On the adjacent farms John Evers 
was fatally injured. He had his family in 
the cellar, and just before the house was 
swept away went up-stairs to close a door 
which bad been blown open. Onthe way to 
Slater’s place, half a mile east, Lughr, the 
eldest daughter, was blown eighty rods 
from the house, and her right leg, twisted 
off at the thigh, was found two miles away. 
Ida Johnson, a domestic, was also killed,and 
Burt Slater, a young man, was so seriously 
injured that he will die. Marion Johnson 
was killed on his farm, being blown oat of 
the cellar, in which, with his two daughters, 
he had taken refuge. The children were 
found to have been saved by throwing their 
arms about each other. 

In Cherokee County fourteen deaths are re- 
ported, but the names of all the victims can- 
not be secured. The only member of the 
Burges family living is an imbecile daughter. 
Near Pilot Grove in Cherokee County fly ing 
limbs struck h drove of hogs, Killing nearly 
all of them. At Holstein, a little town in 
Idaho County, halistones weighing from one 
to three pounds crashed through the win- 
dows, shingles and tin roofs. The country 
was covered six miles wide and from west of 
Holstein to east of Sac City, thirty miles, 
crops and fruit are badly damaged. There is 
a report that eight persons were killed in the 
country south of Aurelia, but it cannot be 
confirmed, although the track of the tornado 
crossed that section and houses Were blown 
to pleces. 

The remains of Jacob Beecher and his 8 
year-old child, who was instantly Killeda 
little south of Storm Lake, were brought to 
Storm Lake yesterday afternoon. Mrs. 
Thomas Will, who was hurt at the same 
place, is not expected to live. Her back, 
collar bone and a number of ribs,are broken. 
Charles Totman 1s still alive but cannot live 
long. Bernard Johannsen is still alive, but 
is not expected to recover. He was thrown 
against a tree and has internalinjuries. Ed - 
win Weld bada leg broken and bis shoulder 
jammed. W. R. Clemens had an arm 
splintered. His wife is still unconscious 
from the effects of a blow on the back of her 
head. James Stade is reported beyond re- 
covery. 

The storm mowed a swath half a mile wide 
through the farms south of Newell. Every- 
thing in its path was UWestroyed, buildings 
demolished and stock killed. John Sligman, 
a farmer, five miles southeast, had his 
dwelling blown down, serioasly injuring five 
children, two of whom cannot recover. 
These are samples of the reports which are 
now beginning tocome infrom many sec- 
tions from the storm-stricken area, but most 
of the reports lack authentic details. 

The trains coming in on the Illinois Centra) 
line encountered trees blowa across the 
track, although the greatest violence of the 
storm lay to the south. But the evidence in- 
dicates immense and widespread destruc- 
tion outside of Pomeroy and Fonda, although 
it was greatest there. A second train left 
here yesterday afternoon with more physi- 
cians and nurses for Pomeroy. Citigens are 
preparing for relief work and generous sub- 
scription offerings will be made here at once. 


WORK OF RESCUE AT POMEROY. 
PomMEROY, Io., July 8.—The work of rescue 
continued at this town all yesterday after. 
noon. Improvised hospitals were provided 
and a large corps of doctors and narses 
called into service. Co. D of the éth Regi- 


m ent arrived with a fullcamp equipment, 
and many wounded were cared for in its 
tents, The. National Bank of Pomero 
was the headquarters of the relief movemen 
and it was filled with — * and supplies 
contributed for the benefit Of the sufferers. 
Forty persoas were bu the intense heat 
necessitating the iz interment of the 
dead.

‘The Topic Which Was Discussed by the 


MR. MERSON’S INTERESTING ADDRESS 
ON MISSIONARY LITERATURE 


The Bible the Missionary Classic of All 
Ages—Carrying the Word to the De- 
mighted Heathen — Other tnstructive 
Speeches and Corri and 
Batolli—Religious.| 


MONTREAL, Quebec, July 8.—Another series 
of prayer-meetings, five in number, were 
held in churches of the city this morning on 
the part of delegates to the convention of 
Christian Endeavor Societies. They were 
tollowed during the morning by meetings in 
the Drill Hall and the tent, at both of which 
there was a full attendance. The meeting at 
the Drill Hall was devoted to missions. Ms. 
8. L. Merson of Evanston, II., opened the 
speaking by an address on ‘‘Missionary Lit- 
erature, Why Used and How to Use t.“ 

Said the speaker: First, last, all the 
time, the Bible is the missionary 
classic of all ages. The word is a lamp 
unto tho teet and the light to the path of mis- 
sionary heralds, Turn the heresy hunter in- 
tothe heathern hunter. What cares thatjpoor 
soul in darkest Africa, whether same seclu- 
ded monk failed to dot an i or cross a t 80 
long as that book will bringto him the raft 
of life over the waves of death. With this 
preparation for safe thinking let us look 
Gown the stream of Christian literature 
which is flowing in ever-increasing volume 
fromthe well of water springing up into 
everlasting life. 

He then cited a long list of volumes cover- 
ing the missionary field, the field of science 
and the other lines of work and thought in- 
cident to the cause and work. 

Then Mr. Merson said: Now let us catch 
Up the strings. First, see to it that your sun - 
day-school library has a well- assorted line of 
carefully selected missionary beoks intensely 
interesting in character. Second, make a 
separate list of these books and hang it on 
the wall of your Sunday-school room with a 
notice that the following interesting mis- 
siohary books are to be found in the Sunday- 
school library.

THE ARTIST ON THE SPOT. 


A Railroad Wreck That Was Photo- 
“graphed Under Difficulties. 


From the Cincinnati Times-Star. 

„1 was in a wreck near Rossville, . 
about a month ago, said ex-Justice 
Schwab, ‘‘We were on the way to Chicago, 
and were rudely awakened just before day- 
light by a grand crash. We found our coach 
hanging over a chasm formed by a 
break in the bridge over the Middle- 
fork River. The engine, tender, 


and baggage car, and the trucks 
ofour cars were down in the river. The 
ends of our coach rested on either side of the 
ragged gap inthe bridge. A wrecking crew 
got there at daylight, pulled us out of our 
predicament, and started to clear up the 
rumpus. Then there was fun. A photog: 
rapher got there with the first rays of the 
morning sun, and prepared to take pictures 
for some illustrated journal. He got his in- 
strument set up, focussed, ard allready, and 
was about to let ‘er go, when the foreman of 
the wrecking crew deliberately held a shovel 
before the lens and spoiled the exposure. 
The photographer, an old hand, fully ac- 
quainted with the ‘policy of the railroad com- 
panies to prevent the photographing of 
wrecks if possible, tried it again. He g 
back a trifie on 3 er ground, but when 
was ready again, he found a line of men 
holding rubber coats on poles, obscuring the 
view of the wreck. 

„His third attempt met with a movement 
of the rallroaders smash inte ¢ camera, and 
he hastily retreated with it to a neighboring 
fence. All this time a middle-aged, deter- 
mined looking farmer leaned over his 
fence, within fifty yards of the broken 
bridge, an interested spectator of the pro- 
ceedings. To him the photographer went 
and asked the privilege of taking the pict- 
ure from his land, 8 a@ copy to 
him of the picture ma That was agree- 
able to the farmer, and the camera 
was soon in position again, dut again 
the rubber coats went up and stopped the 
business. Then the farmer determined to 
have a picture it it costa farm, Sending his 
man to the farm, he directed him to hitch up 
a wagon, and after fastening a high step 
ladder into it, he drove down to the fence 
corner, took the photographer aboard, and 
in a few minutes the latter had secur sev- 
eral good exposures of the entire wreck. The 
coats could not be raised high enough that 
time, but the whole 1 yet * — for 
the wagon, determi that 
camera.

CAPBIVI'S CONFESSION. 


The Chancellor of. the German Empire 
assured the Parliament yesterday that the 
safety of the Empire depended upon the 
proposed increase of the military. 

This is a confession of weakness which 
ddes no credit to the statesmanship of the 
past twenty years. When the Empire was 
formed after the Franco-Prussian war it 
was supposed that the national aspiration 
of the German people would find free scope 
and upon the patriotism of the people the 
safety of the fatherland was bo- 
lieved to rest. Experience has proved 
that a proud spirited} people without 
an army is harder to subdue than a popu- 
lation indifferent to national existence 
and welfare, although defended by a 
perfect military machine. But the Ger- 
mans have been disappointed in their 
national experiment and are dissatisfied. 
The imperial system set up does not satisfy 
their ambition, which is toward a father- 
land inhabited by a Democratic brother- 
hood rather than a nation divided into 
antagonistic classes held together by a 
military despotism. : 

Such a system is necessarily weak and it 
may be that Herr Liebknecht touched the 
nerve when he declared the purpose of the 
army bill was to protect the Government 
against the German people. Ii this is true, 
or if it is half way true, the Empire is, in- 
deed, ina rickety condition, and Capri- 
vi’s fears are well founded. A Govern- 
ment which fears its own people is in no 
condition to fight a foreign foe. 

Recent events, hawever, indicate that 
international politics are not to be con- 
trolled in future altogether by the war 
lords and diplomats. The people will 
takea handin the negotiations and per- 
haps prevent struggles which can only 
issue ina benefit to the privileged classes. 
The Democracy has no time to go to war 
except upon compelling occasion and as 
European politics, particularly in Germany 
and France, is growing more Democratic 
with each election we may expect a move- 
ment dictated by the workers in the direc- 
tion of peace. The German Government is 
weak, but the German people are strong— 
strong for peace and progress,
